Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of Minnesola Territory.

Secrron 1. ‘That there be established of Bellevue, in the county of
Nicollet, Minnesots Territory, an Institution of Learning by the name of
“ Bellevue Seminary,” and that Chas, B. Flandran, Robert Paotterson,
Silas Gates, Chester D. Hill, Elisha W, Sinex, Jobn W. Powell, mad
John Kerns, and such persons as shall be associated with them, and their
ruccessors in office be and they are hereby created a body politic 2 cur-
porate, to Le styled tho Trustees of the “ Bellevud Seminary,” and shall be
"Trustees of said corporation, for the purposs of establishing, mnintaining
and conduneting an institution of learning for the edneation of youth, and
hy the aforesaid corporate name to remain in perpetoal soecession, with
full power 1o sue and e sued, plead and be impleaded, to acquire, hold
and convey property, real, personal and mixed, in all lawful ways ; Pro-
vided nlways, That the amount ot any one time, shall pot exceed fifty
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thousand dollars ; to have and to wse & common seal, and to alter the
ssme at pleasure ; to make and alter from time to time soch by-laws as
they may see proper and necessary for the government of said institution,
its officers and ageots ; Provided, such by-laws are not inconsistent with
this act, the Constitution of the United States, or the laws of this Terri-
tory, and also to have power to confer on such person or persons as they
shall deem worthy all honors and degrees, as are conferred by simitar in-
stitutions in the United States. They shall erect such buildings as th:jy
may think necessary for aid institution ; Provided, That at no time shall
the trustees be required to exceed the means under their control as trustees.
Seq. 2, There shall at all times, be seven T'rustees, two of whom shall
be members of the Wisconsin Annual Confercnee of the Methedist Epis-
copal Charch, (or such other Conference as may be formed ount of said
conference within the limits where enid institution shall belocated,} togeth-
er with o Board of Visitors, to be appointed as hereinafter provided.
Sec. 3. No religious tenet shall be required of any person to cntitle
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him to any or all the privileges of the institution, and no student shall be Raligious tensta

required to attend the religious worship of any particular denomination,
except specified by the student, his parents or guardians.

SEc. 4. The Trustees shall hold their first meating at Bellevue, within

six moaths after the passage of this act; Provided, That if a guorum
shall fail of meeting, the number present shall have a rght to orgonize,
and at the same meeting legally called and holden, to divide, by lot, the
Trnstees, into three classes, two in the first, two in the second, and three
in the third class, which classes shall be numbered one, two and threoc ;
class numbered one shall hold their office till the first meeting of the board,
class pumbered two shall hold their office uatil the second ennual meeting,
and ¢lass numbered three shall hold their office until the third annoal
meeting of the Board, and until their successorsare appointed. The Trus-
teoes at said first meeting of the Board shall have power to efect o President
of the Board, one Vice President, a Treusurer and Secretary, and then
adjourn to such tine and place as they may deem proper to secure a quo-
rum of the Board,

Seg. 5. The President, the Vice President, Treasurer and Secretary
shall constitute an executive committee, and as suck shall have power
to transact nll business committed to them by the by-laws of she institntion.
The Treasurer before entering upon the duties of his office, shall give bond
in such penal sum as the Trustees may direct, and with such sureties as
they shall by vote approve, conditioned for faithfol performnnce of the du-
ties of his office, and for the faithful performanee and appropriation as di-
rected by said Trustees, of all funds and other property in his possession,
belonging to the institution ; and all other officers und agents, before en-
tering upon their duties, shall give like bouds as requiredﬂljf the Trustees.

Sec. 6. The Trustees, when a quorum is present, shall designate the
time and place of their first annual mectiog, which ghall not be altered,
except by avote of two thirds of the Trustees present, at any regular
meeting.

See. 7. The Trastees shall have power to appoint and ewploy sll
officers and teachers for the institution, and to displace any or all of them
us the interests of the institotion shall require ; to fill all vacancies which
may happen by deaih, resignation or otherwise, among said officers and
teachers. All'elections of Trustees, teachers and other officers, shall be
by ballot,
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See. 8. The Trustees of snid Seminary shall have power at any regu-
lar meeting when a majority of all of said Trustees are present, to adot
ooy other name for snid Seminary they may deem proper.

Sec, 9. Thisinstitation shall be under the patronage of the Wiscon-
sin Annual Conference of tho Methodist Episcopal Church, (or such other
Conference as aforesaid), and snid Confercnce shall at its Anpuel Bession
elect three persons members of its own body, resident within the Territory
of Minnesota, who shall be ex-officic membeis of the Board of Truatees,
and have a right to vota on all questions that may come before them, and

. who shall attend to exsmination of the students, and lock inte the condi-
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tion of the institution, and report thereon to the next session of the Con-
ference. -

Sec. 10. The Trustees shall have power to prescribe and regulate the
course of study to be pursned in the institution, to fix therstes of tuition,
and other expenses, to make rulea for the regu.la.tion of the conduct of the
students, and the expulsion of such as are disorderly. They shall fuith-
fully apply all monics by them collected, aceording to their best judgment,
in erecting buildings, supporting the necessary instructors, and in proenr-
ing books and apparatus necessary to the success of the achool ; Provided,
howover, "That in casc a donation or bequest be made for purposes which
accord with the designs of the institution, the Trustees shall receive and’ac-
cept the same, and shall apply such donation or beguest in conformity with
the designs of the donor, and all ecrporate property belonging to the said
institution necessary for its use and accommodation both real and personal,
to the nmouunt of $35,000, is and shall be free from taxation.

S8e¢. 1. The Board of Trustees may meet on their own adjourn-
went, any five of whom shall forin a quorum for the transaction of busi-
ness ; and the President with the concurrence of any two Trustees, or any
four Trustees may call special meotings of the Bosard, by giving to the
other T'rustees seven days notico in writing or otherwise. Anpy three of
the corporators named in this act may call the firet meeting of the Board
by giving to the other corporators two weeks notice of the time and place
of such meoting, personally or by publishing the same in a newspaper in
Nicollet county. :
